After the first year it is used for pas- 
turage under certain conditions, particularly for hogs. Its chief value 
is for hay and for feeding green. It is also valuable as a soil enricher, 
as it furnishes nitrogen. From an analysis of the hay it proves to be 
richer than red clover. If the hay is cut before the plant blooms, it 
will be more nutritious, though smaller in quantity, than if cut later.

HOW TO MAKE A LAWN. 

The land should be plowed or spaded as early in the spring as 
possible and thoroughly raked over, so that it is perfectly level on the 
surface. If the land is hard or very poor spread a layer of muck or 
rich earth over the surface an inch or two, and also apply a 
dressing of manure or oi fertilizer composed of equal parts of nitrate 
of soda and bone meal, using 10 to 15 pounds per square rod. ‘This 
should be raked into the soil and the seed sown broadcast as evenly 
as possible at the rate of one quart (% lb.) per square rod, or four 
bushels per acre. As soon as the grass comes up use the lawn mower 
often enough to keep the weeds down. On old lawns that need re- 
invigorating sow a half pound of seed per square rod, and same quan-

In the Field.—German Millet can be sown as late as the 
15th of the month. Sow some Rye, Barley and Winter Turf 
Oats, also Crimson Clover for winter pasture. 


SEPTEMBER. 


In the Garden.—Most of the seeds recommended for last 
month will do yet. Radishes, Corn Salad, Lettuce, Mustard, 
Kale, Spinach, Endive, Turnips of all sorts; Onion seeds for 
transplanting can yet be sown. Set out more Shallots and 
Onion Sets. 


In the Field.—This should be an active month on the farm. 
Sow Crimson Clover as early as you can this month, it makes 
excellent pasture in the winter and fine hay crop in the early 
summer. Sow all kinds Grass Seeds and Red Clover now. 
Continue sowing Rye, Barley and Winter Turf Oats for winter 
grazing. 

OCTOBER. * 


In the Garden.—Sow Kale, Spinach, Corn Salad and Winter 
Radishes. Sow outside about the 10th of the month Harly 
Jersey Wakefield, Charleston or Large Wakefield, Early Sum- 
mer and Solid South Cabbage for transplanting into cold 
frames next month. Sow some Lettuce in beds for winter use. 
Continue to set out Shallots and Onion Sets. Now is the time 
for planting Fall Flower Bulbs, Hyacinths, Tulips, Narcissus, 
ete. Sow Pansy Seed in frames for transplanting in the 
spring. 

In the Field.—Continue to sow Rye, Barley, Winter Turf 
Oats and Wheat. About the 15th Wheat should be sown. Sow 
some Winter Hairy Vetches with Rye, all kinds of Grass seeds 
for lawn and field; Timothy and Clover seeds will do well 
this month. 


In the Orchard.—Make preparations for putting out Fruit 
Trees, Strawberry Plants, ete., next month. 


NOVEMBER. 


In the Garden.—Shallots and Onions can still be planted, 
and cover the rows with some fresh manure. Sow Spinach, 
Corn Salad and Winter Radishes. Have your cold frames 
ready for transplanting Cabbage into them sown last month. 
Continue to put out Flower Bulbs of all kinds. 


In the Field.—The season is now drawing to a close, and 
everything should be sown as early in the month as possible. 
Sow Rye, Barley, Turf Oats, Wheat, Grass Seeds, Timothy 
and Clover. 


In the Orchard.—This will be an active month, as Novem- 
ber is the best month for planting all sorts of Nursery stock. 
Apple, Pear, Peach, Cherry, Plum, Quince and _ all kinds of 
shade trees are now ready to set out; also Grape Vines, Black- 
berry and Raspberry Plants, Strawberry Plants. We can sup- 
ply you with choice Trees and Plants of every description. 


DECEMBER. 


In the Garden.—Very little can be done this month. Get 
all hotbeds ready and commence to sow Caulifiower and Cab- 
bage for spring use. The latter part of the month start your 
Tomato and Egg Plants; sow in frames some early forcing 
Radish, also Lettuce. Continue to put out Hyacinth, Tulip 
and other fall bulbs. 

In the Field.—Farming operations are about over for the 
season now, although you can sow some Wheat, Rye and Bar- 
ley if not yet done. When an opportunity offers plow your 
land and spread manure on it. 

In the Orchard.—If not yet done set out Fruit, Shade and 
Ornamental Treesof all kinds andStrawberry plants. Prune, 
work and fertilize the old orchards, etc. .
